Although 
Henson was originally employed as a servant, 
he outgrew that position quickly and became 
a co-worker although he received little ma- 
terial compensation. Not very well written 
and adding little to the story written by Hen- 
son himself in 1912 (Booxuist 8:332, Ap 12).
